WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
night before President Lyndon 
B. Johnson cut back the bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam in his 
successful 1968 bid 
to 
start 
peace talks the State Depart­ 
ment secretly sent word to its 
Vietnam war allies that the 
move would most likely fail 
and full-scale resumption of the 
air war was possible any time. 
A message to U.S. ambassa­ 
dors in six capitals instructed 
them to tell the allied govern­ 
ment chiefs: 
"You should make clear that 
Hanoi is most likely to de­ 
nounce the project and thus 
free our hand after a short pe­ 
riod. 
"Nevertheless we might wish 
to continue the limitation even 
after a formal denunciation, in 
order to' reinforce its sincerity 
and put the monkey firmly on 
Hanoi’s back for whatever fol­ 
lows.” 
The message is quoted at 
length to portions of the Penta­ 
gon papers on the Vietnam war 
made public Tuesday night and 
Wednesday by Sen. Mike Grav­ 
el, D-Alaska. The senator in a 
suddenly 
convened 
one-man 
hearing of a Senate subcom­ 
mittee read sections of the con­ 
troversial study for three hours 
and 31 minutes. 
The result was to make avail­ 
able to newsmen and the public 
a major share of the material, 
particularly the narrative ac­ 
count 
of 
policy-making 
and 
various documents or excerpts. 
Gravel’s aides said some mate­ 
rial the senator thought sensi­ 
tive was screened out of the re­ 
leased material. Some passages 
had been cut out with a razor 
blade.

Public reports on the 47-vol­ 
ume, 7,000-page account were 
started two weeks ago by the 
New 
York 
Times 
and 
sub­ 
sequently published by other 
newspapers as the secret study 
leaked widely. The government 
then took the issue of publica­ 
tion into the courts, obtaining 
restraining 
orders 
against 
three papers. 
Gravel wound up his reading 
after 1 a.m. and went home to 
sleep shortly before dawn. His 
office reported receiving hun­ 
dreds of telephone calls from 
around the country praising his 
action. A spokesman at the Jus­ 
tice Department had no com­ 
ment on Gravers action, referr­ 
ing all queries to the Defense 
Department. 
Gravel said there was no jus­ 
tification for keeping the still 
officially 
top-secret 
papers 
from the American people. 
"I have 
read these docu­ 
ments and I am convinced I 
am in no way jeopardizing this 
nation’s security,” he said.

The gunmen—some witnesses 
said there were four, others 
five or six—carted away eight 
sacks filled with francs.

D. R. Bontrager, 
Prominent GOP 
Leader, Dies 


ROCHESTER, Minn. (AP) — 
D. Russell Bontrager of Elk­ 
hart, Ind., a veteran of four 
terms in the Indiana State Sen­ 
ate, died today in the Mayo 
Clinic here. He was 63 years 
old. 
Bontrager, a conservative Re­ 
publican, was his party’s 1964 
nominee for the U.S. Senate. 
He served four terms in the 
Hoosier upper house, 1948-64, 
and was a leader in Indiana Re­ 
publican politics for 15 years. 
Bontrager 
was 
the 
senior 
member of the Elkhart law firm 
of Bontrager, Spahn, Atwater 
and Arko and had practiced 
there since 1933, 
He won the 1964 senatorial 
nomination in a bitterly con­ 
tested nominating battle with 
Edgar D. Whitcomb, now Indi­ 
ana governor, and the late Don­ 
ald 
C. 
Bruce, 
congressman 
from the state’s 11th District. 
Sen. Vance Hartke, D-Iod., de­ 
feated 
Bontrager 
by 
186.586 
votes in the 1964 general elec­ 
tion but the Elkhart lawyer led 
his party's candidates for gov­ 
ernor and President by more 
than 70.000. 
Bontrager 
unsuccessfully 
sought the Republican nomina­ 
tion for the Senate in 1958, 
losing to then Gov. Harold W. 
Handley, who was defeated by 
Hartke in November. 
Bontrager was a native of 
Johnson 
County, 
Iowa, 
and 
taught school in that state while 
taking law courses by corres­ 
pondence. He moved to Elkhart 
in 1932 and was admitted to the 
Indiana bar in 1933. 
He had 
been 
Elkhart city 
judge, 1939-42 and was Elkhart 
County prosecutor four years. 
He became one of Indiana’s 
most influential state legisla­ 
tors after his election to the 
Senate in 1949. 
He called himself, "a conser­ 
vative possessed of a sense of 
realism.” 
Bontrager also was a flying 
enthusiast and a licensed pilot 
who owned his own plane. 
He was a past national presi­ 
dent of the Exchange Club and 
was active in numerous Elkhart 
civic causes.

The cosmonauts 
transferred to the bigger space 
lab and orbited the earth in it 
for nearly 23 days in what ap­ 
peared to be a highly success- 
ul advance toward 
the per­ 
manent manned space station 
which is the goal of the present 
Soviet space program. 
Tass said the men completed 
their flight program "in full” 
on Tuesday and were "directed 
to make a landing.’ ’The news 
agency gave this account of the 
fatal descent: 
"The cosmonauts transferred 
the materials of scientific re­ 
search and the logs to the 
transportation spaceship Soyuz 
11 for return to earth. 
"After completing the transi­ 
tion operation, the cosmonauts 
took their seats in the Soyuz 11 
ship, checked the onboard sys­ 
tems and prepared the ship for 
unlinking from the Salute sta­ 
tion.

The air of excitement was 
evident on the late breeze Tues­ 
day as the first of the small, 
elite fleet of unlimited hydro­ 
planes was pulled into the pits. 
Appropriately 
enough, 
the 
first of the thunderboats into the 
water was the Miss Madison, a 
boat owned by the community 
of Madison and driven by Jim 
McCormick of Owensboro, Ky. 
McCormick qualified the Miss 
Madison for the Gold Cup race 
with a 99.509 miles per hour av­ 
erage for two laps around the 
2V*-miIe course. His first lap 
was the quicker, at 100.111. 
One more boat, the Smyth 
Smoother 
Mover, 
failed 
to 
reach the 95 miles per hour av­ 
erage needed to qualify. 
For a first-timer at a hydro­ 
plane event, the questions came 
thick and fast. Here are some 
of the answers: 
The 
unlimited 
hydroplanes, 
also called Gold Cup boats and 
thunderboats, are the largest 
and the fastest race boats in the 
world. 
They 
must weigh at least 
4,000 pounds and they must be 


at least 28 feet long. All of them 
are powered by supercharged 
internal 
combustion 
engines 
that turn a propeller. 
Other 
than that, they are “unlimited.’’ 
The power for these boats 
comes for the most part from 
the big 12-cvlinder V-tvpe air­ 
craft engines 'which were used 
in the second world war air­ 
craft. 
'The Rolls-Royce Merlin and. 
Allison powerplants push the 
thunderboats over the water at 
racing 
speeds 
exceeding 
150 
miles an hour. 
At racing speed, the unlimited 
hydroplane is at once a water 
racing craft and an aircraft. 
Only the trailing edges of the 
two 
pontoon-like 
sponsons 
at 
either side of the boat and the 
bottom blade of the propeller 
come into contact with the wa­ 
ter. 
Originally developed to put 
out 
about 
2,200 
horsepower, 
these engines deliver 1,000 to 
1.500 
more 
horsepower 
than 
that at racing speeds. 
These engines were designed 
to turn at a maximum 2800 rev­ 
olutions per minute but internal 
modifications and the needs of 
competition cause this limit to 


be raised to as much as 4,500' 


r p m s . 
In fighter aircraft, these en­ 
gines 
were overhauled every 
300-400 hours. A hydroplane en­ 
gine cannot 
be operated for 
more than one hour without 
being completely disassembled. 
Many engines last less than one 
15-mile heat due to the terrific 
strain. 
The propeller is a surprising­ 
ly small 13-inches in diameter. 
They are hand-forged in Italy, 
and cost $1,000 each. A tre­ 
mendous degree of pitch in the 
propeller 
gives 
the 
boat 
its 
speed. When the propeller dips 
into the water, it sends up a 
spray 75 feet in the air and 100 
yards long, known as the roost- 
ertail. 
Two owners have tested tu r­ 
bine engines in the big boats, 
but neither has been successful 
enough to compete. The tests 
are continuing, but the design of 
the boats has not yet been able 
to withstand the power of the 
turbines. 
One boat owner said it costs 
somewhere between $50,000 to 
$75,000 to buy the equipment 
necessary to race, and about 
$5,000 per race to run the boat.

black powder used by these 
shooters is a propellant, not a 
coarse 
explosive,” 
Latimer 
said. 
“ Fertilizer, fuel oil, gasoline, 
cotton, the three simple ingred­ 
ients of home-made bomb pow­ 
der, and many other common 
and readily usable bomb m a­ 
terials are currently exempt or 
not exempt according to the in­ 
tent of the possessor. 
"Nobody 
would 
reasonably 
propose limiting farmers to a 
bag of fertilizer, or the general 
public to a specified quantity of 
gasoline, as a fair approach to 
discouraging bombers. 
“Yet students of the antique 
shooting sports find themselves 
limited to acquisition of their 
only propellant in largely un- 
useful 
quantities 
because 
it 
COULD be used as an explosive 
in a bomb. It is like singling out 
kerosene for restriction because 
it COULD be used in arson." 
The council is asking other 
sports organizations, legislators 
and private citizens to join in 
asking 
Congress 
to 
exempt 
black powder from restrictions 
when the possessor intends to 
use it only for target shooting.

North Edge of Greensburg on Highway 3 
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By Jean Green 
Congratulations to the new County 
Sanitarian William Morgan for pin­ 
pointing pollution in Flat Rock River. 
(Rushville Republican, June 21). 
Drainage in Rushville has always been 
difficult to handle, and \ particularly 
aince the river bed is not as deep as it 
was years ago. During the years the 
channel has filled in. The area north of 
town drains toward Rushville. Last sum­ 
mer Hodges Branch was dredged to im­ 
prove the situation. 
On Monday pictures and story describ­ 
ed a critical dumping situation. 
The problem of what tc dc with dis­ 
carded rubbish, tin cans, bottles, and 
garbage is facing not only Rushville, but 
cities such as New York and Chicago. No 
longer can garbage scows be towed out 
to sea or into the lake and garbage 
dumped. To use water as a means of 
purification is passe. 
For many years an official dump at 
Shankytank. north of town, has en­ 
dangered health and is an eyesore. Since 
there is no longer a free pickup of animal 
carcasses, even these were discarded, 
along with old washing machines, cans, 
and all types of rubbish. At any time 
during the year similar photos could be 
taken at the bridge over Flat Rock near 
Ging Station and along the road that 
winds north. This land floods after every 
heavy rain and the old idea of dumping 
and having it washed away lingers on! 
To correct this situation, a resolution 
was passed recently closing the road 
winding along the river at this point. It 
was done in the hope that it would pre­ 
vent future dumping. 
Rushville has been fortunate in having 
an abundance of water from under­ 
ground wells. In the past, great care has 
Been taken not to contaminate this 
underground watershed. 
Should the watershed become con­ 
taminated, it would then be necessary 
for the city to construct an above-ground 
reservoir when there is no good place to 
build one! 
A landfill seems to be the solution to 
the problem of what to do with garbage, 
tin cans, discarded bottles, plastic con­ 
tainers, etc. It is being used in Lawrence 
and Decatur Counties. In Greensburg, 
the pick-up is being handled under con­ 
tract to a firm working out of Zionsville. 
In Lawrence County the pick-up is by 
the County Highway Department on a 
county level. Outside Indianapolis a 
landfill just off Highway 52 is, or has 
been, in operation. 
A location for a Rushville landfill is 
being considered by a special board. Any 
site chosen is one that must meet state 
requirements and contain both clay and 
top soil to cover. Also, it must not drain 
into a major river. The method of dis­ 
posal is to haul several inches of gar­ 
bage and refuse, then cover with inches 
of soil, then another several inches of 
garbage, etc. This usually means using 
a hilly non-productive area that does not 
drain into a river. 
The choice of location is very im­ 
portant and members of the board are 
giving it much thought. For health rea­ 
sons and future water supply of Rush­ 
ville, it is important to consider from 
which direction comes our underground 
water which we now tap for our local 
city water supply.

Addition­ 
al support for vocational educa­ 
tion in public schools has been 
backed by the Chamber.

His 
particular area of responsibility 
will be in the field of Commun­ 
ity Services, and his past ex­ 
perience in working with the 
Chamber of Commerce and busi­ 
ness leaders in the state will 
stand him in good stead.

Russians Again Seem Annoyed 


At Recent Events In Red China

Something happened recently 
in Communist China which only 
a 
relatively 
short time 
ago 
would have been incredible. Be­ 
cause of what it may signify, 
the Russians seem extremely 
annoyed. 
The 
Peking events 
suggest 
that the Red Chinese are build­ 
ing an East European front of 
nations which at one time or 
another have been subjected to 
Soviet pressure. 
The 
incredible 
performance 
concerned the Yugoslavs. Only 
a year ago or so President Tito 
was 
being called every bad 
name in the Chinese Commu­ 
nist lexicon. Tito was the worst 
of all possible revisionists, a 
traitor to Marxism-Leninism. 
Not so any more. A Yugoslav 
delegation got super-red carpet 
treatment 
in 
Peking 
this 
month. Flags were everywhere. 
Slogans emblazoned on walls 
upheld the independence of na­ 
tions. 
Speeches 
recounted 
in 
term s of glory how in recent 
times “ Yugoslav people have 
withstood foreign pressure.” 
There was only one foreign 
pressure and it was Soviet. But 
there was more to annoy the 
Russians. Before the Yugoslav 
visit, Peking was host to a Ro­ 
manian delegation headed by 
the top Romanian Communist, 
Nicolae Ceausescu. 
On that occasion the talk was 
about the rights of small na­ 
tions, too. Prem ier Chou En-lai 
noted that “ medium and small 
countries . . . are uniting to op­ 
pose the hegemony of the su­ 
perpowers and defend their na­ 
tional interests and state sover­ 
eignty.” There are only two su­ 
perpowers, and one of them, 
the United States, hasn’t been 
bothering 
either 
Romania 
or 
Yugoslavia. 
All month, too, visitors from 
little Communist Albania, the 
strident voiced European ally of 
Red China in the cold war with 
Moscow', had been bustling all 
over 
the 
People’s 
República 
getting VIP treatment. 
A glance at the map shows 
that Romania, Yugoslavia and 
Albania together make up a 
unified and fairly sizable chunk 
oi southeast Europe, stretching 
from the Black Sea and Soviet 
frontiers to the Adriatic and 
having borders with the West­ 
ern 
world. About 45 
million 
people live in the three nations. 
To Moscow’s way of thinking, 
all this can threaten to upset 
power balances 
and 
perhaps 
bring pressure on the Kremlin 
to relax its grip elsewhere in 
eastern Europe. It also could 
signify a Chinese intention to

Cong Mortars 
Destroy Huge 
Ammo Depot 
SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 
mortars wiped out the biggest 
ammunition depot in the cen­ 
tral region of South Vietnam to­ 
day, and military sources said 
allied operations in the region 
may be seriously imperiled for 
several days. 
The enemy mortars hit the 
depot at Qui Nhon, 265 miles 
northeast of Saigon, for the sec­ 
ond day in succession, destroy­ 
ing more than 10,000 tons of ar­ 
tillery shells, bombs and other 
ammunition, sources said. The 
attack Tuesday had destroyed 
at least 2,500 tons. 
“It was like a volcano 
erupted,’* one American eye­ 
witness reported. “The sky was 
lit up all night.” 
The explosions shook down 
ramshackle houses half a mile 
away. 
Initial reports said four South 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed 
and 11 were wounded. The at­ 
tack Tuesday morning killed 
three soldiers and wounded at 
least two civilians. 
U.S. forces also had an am­ 
munition explosion today, but 
on a much smaller scale, and 
enemy action may not have 
been responsible. A truckload 
of explosives and ammunition 
blew up as it was being un­ 
loaded at Camp Faulkner, 
three miles southeast of Da 
Nang, killing three Americans, 
wounding eight and damaging 
or destroying eight buildings. A 
communique said the cause of 
the explosion was not known 
yet.More heavy fighting was re­ 
ported along the demilitarized 
zone. North Vietnamese gun­ 
ners slammed more than 200 


rockets and mortars into allied 
bases along the frontier and 
also made three ground as­ 
saults. South Vietnamese head­ 
quarters said 92 North Viet­ 
namese were killed, many of 
them by U.S. bomber and artil­ 
lery strikes. Military sources in 
Saigon said 15 South Vietnam­ 
ese were killed and 24 were 
wounded in the ground fighting, 
and the Saigon Command said 
casualties in the shelling at­ 
tacks were light. 
The unit hit hardest was a 
militia company of 100 men 
that reported 12 troops killed 
and 13 wounded in an assault 
half a mile east of Gio Linh, 
the eastern anchor of the allied 
defenses below the DMZ. 
Nine 
U.S. 
B52 
bombers 
dropped 270 tons of explosives 
on enemy troop concentrations, 
bunkers and rocket launching 
sites around Fire Base Fuller.

Edgar D. Whitcomb has been 
asked to order an investigation 
of this city’s land and equip­ 
ment purchases. 
, Industrialist 
Julius Decio, 
who has been a leader in the 
fight against the city’s munici­ 
pal airport expansion, said 
Tuesday he had asked the gov­ 
ernor for an investigation by 
the State Board of Accounts, 
the State Tax Board and the at­ 
torney general’s, office. 
Decio, a Democrat, won a 
court case earlier in challeng­ 
ing the city’s method of pur­ 
chasing the land for the airport 
expansion. The city’s Republi­ 
can administration took the 
case back to court Tuesday in 
an effort to win a reversal of 
the earlier judgement. 
The expansion, which will 
close a major county road con­ 
necting Elkhart with Edwards- 
burg, Mich., has been the sub­ 
ject of several court cases. An 
attempt to block the expansion 
on grounds that the zoning 
changes to permit it were irreg­ 
ular was turned down in court 
last week.

Final Approval By States Near 
For 18-Year-Olds’ Voting Right

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Record quick approval of the 
18-year-old-vote amendment is 
so close nowr the states have be­ 
gun jockeying to see which will 
have the distinction of making 
it official. 
Illinois completed ratification 
Tuesday, bringing the total to 
35 states. Legislatures in five 
more states are poised to act 
next, which would be more 
than enough to put it over. 
Ratification by 38 states is 
needed to give citizens 18 years 
and older the vote in all elec­ 
tions. If passed, the measure 
would be the 26th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution. 
Both houses of the Alabama 
legislature have ratified the 
amendment, but bickering over 
other’s version gave a new 
chance to its opponents. Ulti­ 
mate passage still is expected. 
The North Carolina House 
has passed a ratification resolu­ 
tion, but the Senate has been 
putting it off day-by-day. 
The Ohio Senate passed it 30 
to 2 Tuesday, and sources in 
the House said chances ap­ 
peared good for final action 
this week. 
The Oklahoma Legislature 
convenes Thursday in special 
session and quick ratification 
there is expected. Wyoming 
lawmakers convene Monday for 
the same purpose. 
A record for speedy ratifica­ 
tion seems assured. The Con­ 
gress completed action on the 
amendment March 23 and five 
states stamped their approval 
on it after the first day. 


The 12th Amendment, re­ 
forming the procedure for elec­ 
ting the president and vice 
president, how holds the record 
of eight months in 1803-1804 to 
win ratification from 13 of the 
17 states then in the uhion. 
In addition to Illinois, the 18- 
year-vote amendment has been 
ratified by Minnesota, Dela­ 
ware, Washington, Connecticut, 
Tennessee, 
Massachusetts, 
Hawaii, Montana.

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‘The Game’ Is Brutal, Verbal 
Program To Help Drug Addic ts 


By BILL STOCKTON 
AP Science Writer 
MENLO PARK, Calif. (AP) 
— They call it The Game. 
The players are young veter­ 
ans who are drug addicts, most 
hooked in Vietnam. 
They sit in a circle in an aus­ 
tere room in building 324, ward 
B-4 at the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration Hospital at Menlo Park 
south of San Francisco. 
The object of The Game is to 
kick drugs. 
And it’s not easy, because 
The Game can be frighteningly 


brutal. It makes you look at 
yourself. For an addict, that’s 
always painful. 
The 
Game 
has 
rules. 
No 
physical violence. No limit on 
verbal violence. All must par­ 
ticipate. Once someone verbally 
attacks another, everyone must 
support the attacker. The per­ 
son attacked must defend him­ 
self. 
The 
program’s 
founders, 
Steve Petty, a psychiatric so­ 
cial worker, and Bill Dunn, a 
former addict, say The Game 
is the main reason they have 


cured more than a dozen ad­ 
dicts in just a year of oper­ 
ation. 
But 
the 
program 
wouldn’t 
work without companion fea­ 
tures such as the addicts living 
together in a ward, educational 
and employment assistance for 
those rehabilitated, and a cohe­ 
siveness that centers 
around 
each 
participant’s 
desire 
to 
help his fellow addicts. 
And for those who need it, 
methadone—a drug that substi­ 
tutes for heroin to ease the pain 
of withdrawal—is available. 
A 
form 
of 
verbal 
con­ 
frontation 
and 
attack, 
The 
Game is not new. It’s been 
used for several years by civil­ 
ian groups. But Petty and Dunn 


believe they are among the 
first in the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration to use it. Many other 
programs rely on out-patient 
clinics 
administering 
meth­ 
adone 
and 
providing 
coun­ 
seling. 
Petty 
and 
Dunn 
say 
that 
eight of the veterans they have 
cured are employed by the VA 
as drug counselors in an ex­ 
panded version of the Menlo 
Park program that begins next 
month with a $140,000 appro­ 
priation. Two more have been 
hired by the Army as coun­ 
selors in a San Francisco pro­ 
gram. Three others are in col­ 
lege full time, another is man­ 
aging a drug store and another 
is running a gas station. 


Because 
their 
approach, 
while startingly different, ap­ 
pears to be working. Petty and 
Dunn :,ay they have unofficial 
word from Washington that the 
Menlo Park project may be­ 
come a model for other VA hos­ 
pitals. 
Newcomers to 
Menlo Park 
don’t experience The Game un­ 
til they’ve been detoxified—the 
physical craving for heroin has 
been curbed. This takes.about 
five days using methadone. 
Left alone after detoxifica­ 
tion, Petty said, it would only 
be a m atter of days before the 
addict would return to heroin. 
“We have to find out why 
he’s using drugs and then inter­ 


vene, change his thinking and 
his lifestyle,” Petty said. “This 
is what The Game does.” 
What’s 
The 
Game 
like? 
Here’s 
what 
happened 
to 
a 
newcomer who failed two days 
in a row to get up at 6:30 a.m. 
and join in calisthenics. 
The offender and about 10 
others gathered in the room 
and a 
senior member said: 
“Jones, why did you miss ex­ 
ercises yesterday and today?” 
Before he could answer, the 
others 
began 
a 
screaming, 
shouting 
barrage 
of 
similar 
questions, a cacophony resem­ 
bling an angry mob. 
“Yeah, why didn’t you get 
up? Don't you like us? Don’t 
you like this program?” 


He tried to shrug it off with a 
laugh. 
“ ‘What 
are 
you 
laughing 
about? This is no laughing m at­ 
ter.” 
Finally he nodded his 
head. 
“Why did you nod your head? 
Do you buy it? Are we right?" 
“Yes, yes. You’re right. I 
fouled up.” 
They had reached a plateau. 
A drug addict had admitted 
that another little bit of his be­ 
havior was wrong. 
They spent 10 minutes dis­ 
cussing solutions to the prob­ 
lem and praising the addict for 
good things he had done. When

ended, there was applause, 
backslapping. It was like the 
mood of a football team that

Why should Fonda and other 
famous actors lend their voices 
to the selling of pills, savings 
banks and 
automobiles? The 
answer is simple: money. 
Says Chariest Stern, whose 
agency books well-known actors 
for commercials: “The pay is 
good and the work is easy. One 
of my most successful clients is 
Barry Sullivan, who has been 
the voice for Continental Air­ 
lines, Pabst beer, Carnation and 
other sponsors. 
“The commercials can bring 
Barry upwards of $125,000 ft 
year for 10 to 15 days’ work. 
That’s a pretty nice financial 
base on which to add the rest 
of his annual income from act­ 
ing.” 
The use of famous “voice­ 
overs” for television and radio 
commercials—with the star not 
pictured or the voice identi­ 
fied—has 
become 
more 
and 
more prevalent with adverti­ 
sers seeking to attract notice to 
their messages. Says Farlan 
Myers, vice president and Hol­ 
lywood office manager for the 
nation’s biggest ad agency, 1..

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Some Guides Of Economic Health 
Still Not Responding Very Well

NEW YORK <AP) — While 
the forecasts at midyear re­ 
main rather optimistic, at least 
three 
measures 
of economic 
health 
followed 
by 
ordinary 
Americans are failing to re­ 
spond as had been hoped. 
Interest rates are climbing 
again. Inflation continues and 
may 
even 
have 
accelerated. 
Unemployment 
remains 
high 
and is widely expected to con­ 
tinue around 6 per cent or more 
for the rest of the year. 
And partially as a result, a 
fourth measure, consumer con­ 
fidence, remains depressed. 
Highly sensitive to any news 
about interest rates, inflation 
and jobs, consumers are keep­ 
ing a rubber band *on their 
money roll, refusing to over­ 
extend themselves. They have 
been 
spiritless 
buyers. 
And 
there’s the dilemma. 
In order to get the economy 
moving, it is generally agreed, 
confidence must be built. Al­ 
most every economist considers 
it a necessary ingredient. It is 
the common theme of most 
midyear 
reports 
from 
banks 
and businesses. 
But how is confidence to be 
built when consumers and busi­ 
nessmen are faced with the dis­ 
appointing statistical facts? In 
the 
absence 
of 
encouraging 
news, both consumers and busi­ 
nessmen brood rather than act. 


The Morgan Guaranty Sur­ 
vey, for example, notes that 
businessmen not only are con­ 
cerned 
with 
the 
immediate 
state of the economy but also 
are disturbed by a feeling that 


basic, long-range changes may 
be taking place. 
Such deep probing and ques­ 
tioning is not the type' of think­ 
ing that brings a commitment 
to the future. It is instead the 
prelude to more indecision and 
procrastination. 
The Bank of America is not 
among the pessimists. It fore­ 
sees a recovery in both busi­ 
ness and consumer confidence, 
“the catalyst needed for sus­ 
tained and rapid growth in the 
economy." 
In a “progress report," the B 
of A comments that the recov­ 
ery of confidence already is 
taking 
shape. 
“The evidence 
. . . shows up in what people 
are doing rather than merely in 
what they are saying," it con­ 
tends. 
At the same time, however, 
the bank makes these ominous 
forecasts: 
—“Long and short-term inter­ 
est rates will rise moderately 
during the last half of the year, 
though 
they 
will 
fluctuate 
sharply at times." 
In fact, it adds, “unless and 
until inflation can be reduced 
significantly, interest rates will 
return to levels that could re­ 
strict economic recovery." 
—"For the remainder of 1971 
, , . the unemployment rate will 
probably hover near 6 per cent 
and prices will grow about 5 
per cent." 
Can confidence be restored in 
such an atmosphere? It would 
appear 
that 
some 
ingenious 
thinking and acting, not so far 
demonstrated by the nation’s 
leadership, would be required— 
and very soon.

INDIANAPOLIS — The high 
cost of repairing today’s easily 
damaged cars is thwarting all 
attempts to bring about an over­ 
all reduction in auto insurance 
costs, according to the Insur­ 
ance Institute of Indiana. 
“Vehicle damage insurance, 
which accounts for about two- 
thirds of the typical motorist’s 
total insurance bill, is increas­ 
ing in cost nearly 4.5 times 
faster than the cost of bodily 
injury coverages,, which account 
for the other one-third,” accord­ 
ing to Edward P. Gallagher, 
president of the Institute. 
He said, “data shows that au­ 
to insurers paid about three per 
cent more property damage li­ 
ability claims for every 100 
injured cars in 1970 than they 
paid in 1966 ” 
More important, the average 
cost of repairing cars damaged 
in crashes jumped 48 per cent, 
from $193 per claim in 1966 to 
$286 per claim in 1970. This re­ 
presents an increase of $93 per 
rephir in four years, he said. 
“The combination of these two 
factors — more frequent dam­ 
age coupled with a drastic rise 
in repair costs—means auto in­ 
surers paid 52 per cent more 
for vehicle damage per 100 in­ 
sured ears in 1970 than they 
paid in 1966," he said. 
The Institute said the increase 
is attributable to the increas­ 
ing fragility of cars, a five per­ 
cent increase in part prices, and 
an “astonishing" 20 per cent 
annual increase in the cost of 
auto repair labor. 
The picture for bodily injur­ 
ies is somewhat more hopeful 
according to the Institute spoke­ 
sman. 
Improvements in the life safe­ 
ty features of autos and in high­ 


ways since 1966 have greatly 
tempered the inflationary effect 
of rising hospital and medical 
costs. 
The number of bodily injury 
liability claims per 100 insured 
autos has dropped 12 per cent 
during the last four years. This 
is helped to offset a 27 per cent 
increase in the average cost 
per bodily injury claim, from 
$1,005 in 1966 to $1,281 in 1970. 
The net result is that bodily 
injury costs have risen only 12 
per cent since 1966, compared 
with a 52 per cent rise in in­ 
surance payments for car dam­ 
age. Gallagher said. 
There is little hope of any 
significant overall reductions in 
auto insurance premiums until 
the excessive vehicle damage 
can be brought under control, 
he said. 
One step being pursued by in­ 
surers is to develop an index 
for rating cars on the basis of 
their susceptibility to damage. 
He pointed out that auto manu­ 
facturers already have exten­ 
sive data on fragility of current 
models, and are well aware of 
design features generating ex­ 
cessive economic losses. 
Gallagher said the U.S. De­ 
partment of Transportation re­ 
cently announced that beginning 
with 1974, autos must be de­ 
signed to prevent damage to 
safety-related items in five mile- 
per-hour crashes, both rear and 
front, This represents “a signi­ 
ficant improvement" over the 
DOT’s earlier regulations for 
1973 ears, he added. 
He also noted that DOT “still 
does not have authority to issue 
regulations which would prohibit 
low-speed damage to expensive 
sheet metal, including bumpers 
themselves."

of July recess begins Thursday. 
The Senate vote came just 
hours after Nixon’s veto of a 
$5.6-billion public works bill he 
called too slow to fight soaring 
unemployment. But the Presi­ 
dent reversed an earlier stand 
and urged prompt approval of 
the 
compromise 
measure 
to 
create temporary jobs which be 
said could be filled quickly. 
Meanwhile, 
Democrats 
an­ 
nounced plans to try to over­ 
ride the veto after the recess, 
although they conceded private­ 
ly there is little chance. 'The 
Senate on June 8 passed the fi­ 
nal version 45 to 33, or seven 
votes short of a two-thirds ma­ 
jority 
necessary 
to 
override. 
The political overtones 
are 
clear in the fight over the two 
measures 
involving 
the 
jobs 
and the economy which Demo­ 
crats expect to make a cam­ 
paign issue in the 1972 presi­ 
dential elections. 
Senate Democratic presiden­ 
tial hopefuls joined in attacking 
the President for his public- 
works-bill veto. They said the 
key program criticized by Nix­ 
on could have supplied 420,000 
jobs. 
Nixon said, however, a sim­ 
ilar law in 1962 indicated an 18- 
month time lag before it would 
become fully effective. By that
